Revenge Tactics Forces 


DilemmaOn Leroy Trout 


A job with out any work to do, even though one is 
being paid a rather handsome salary, can become as 
boring as a lopsided scoring football game. 

Such is the Dilemma in which LeRoy Trout ap- 
parently finds himself these days. 

Trout, twice fired from his job as assistant superin- 
tendent of the City's Sanitation Division, was ordered 
reinstated to his job last week by the Civil Service 
Commission, 

But the Moody administration-is treating the 

defeat as a case of losing the battle but not the war, 
for Trout has been put into the position of being a 
workless worker, He reports to work every day, sits 
around until quitting time and then goes home. 
! Obviously this method of subtle punishment was not 
the intent of the Civil Service Commission in rein- 
stating Trout to his job, but the results are just the 
same. The purpose of the vicious tactic is obvious...to 
break Trout's spirit to the point of his quitting the 
Sanitation Division. 

But in the meantime, he’s being carried on the 

city's payroll and*will pickup his’ check on payday 
provided by money from the taxpayer's pockets. 
« While it is understandable that the Moody Ad- 
ministration would be ae by the Commission's 
decision, and even though it was flavored with politics, 
the administration should not be allowed to seek its 
revenge on Trout at the expense -of the taxpayers. 

Trout took his case to the Commission after he 
was fired for allegedly withholding information from 
his superiors and the abuse of a fellow worker over 
the division's public address system. 

The Commission, sitting as a quasi-judicial body, 
found him innocent of the charges by a vote of 2-1 af- 
ter a day-long hearing in which a long String of wit- 
nesses testified in the case. ee

The second action erupted 
Monday night in City Council 
when Ross’ request for a per- 
mit to stage a parade Sun- 
day. became the object of a 
stormy, buck-passing debate. 

The action became a City 
Council issue when Safety 
Director Bernard Chupka, 
authorized to approve parade 
permits, rejected Ross’ 
request and invited him to 
take the matter up with City, 
Council 

After considerable hassle 
over the Chupka manipulated 
buckpassing tactics, Council, 
needing six votes for ap- 
Proval of the emergency 
measure, rejected it by a 4 to 
3 margin 

Councilmen James 
Roseboro, John Rosemond, 
both black, Fran Ryan and 
Dan Schoedinger, voted for 
the request 

Opposing the request were 
Councilmen M.D. Portman, 
Charles R. Petree and Donald 
Woodland.

GILLIGAN IS DEFENDANT 


Dayton-School System Target .. 


Of Race Bias Court Action 


COLUMBUS - A suit, filed 
by the NAACP in the U.S 
District Court here Monday, 
called for state officials, in- 
cluding Gov. John J. Gilligan, 
to draft plans for metropol- 
itan desegregation of the 
Dayton school community, no 
later than Nov. 1, and for im- 
plementation by the fall of 
1973 

The action also calls for 
the Dayton School Board to 
reinstate a desegregation 
plan for city schools adopted 
fast December but thrown out 
in January when the board 
was reorganized with the 
conservatiye, Save Our 
Schools (SOS) group in full 
control 

The suit, which had been 
in the talking stage for the 
past several months, also 
seeks to prohibit the present 
Dayton board from approving 
employment or construction 
contracts, making changes in 
curriculum or authorizing re- 
assignment of pupils or staff 
along lines the action claims 
would perpetuate existing 
racial segregation in the 
community. 

Filed by Nathaniel R 
Jones, General Counsel for 
the National NAACP, the ac- 
tion noted that until 1971, 
Dayton school system segre- 
gated teachers and other fac- 
ulty members on the basis of 
race. As a result of -action 
taken by the U.S. Office of 
Education, the Dayton school 
board agreed to a pattern of 
faculty re-assignment in ac- 
cordance with constitutional 
requirements to disestablish 
the racial identity of the 
faculty and staff in the 
respective schools which pat- 
tern had been fixed by as- 
signment rules of the board 


The school system still seg- 
regate classified personnel 
on the basis of their race 

It further noted that 33 per 
cent of all clerical personnet 
in the school system are 
black, 66 per cent of them 


are assigned to predominan- 
tly black schools. Forty-seven 
per cent of the custodial per- 
sonnel in the school system 
are black, and 82 per cent of

According to current 
reports and persistent 
rumors, the once proud com- 
munity agency which started 
out on a proverbial shoe- 
string and parlayed it into 
millions of dollars in federal 
grants, may be on its last leg. 

A ®port from an OEO of- 
ficial lastimonth concerning 
OEO's threat to cut off sup- 
port to EGCO last December, 
virtually confirmed rumors 
that the agency was in 
serious trouble, It was in 
December when OEO direc- 
ted ECCO to make major 
changes in both project's 
structure and program plan- 
ning. . 

In late-March when an 
OEO project analysists retur- 
ned to the city to review the 
progress of compliance, he 
indicated that no decision 
had_ been made whether 
ECCO will be refunded, but 
suggested that one can be 
expected to be made this 
week, 

ECCO has submitted an 
application for a $2.7 million 
grant to operate on and for 
ECCO Development Corp- 
oration from July through 
June 1974. 

With the report of OEO of- 
ficials, compounded by in- 
side rumors, morale of ECCO 
personnel dipped to an all- 
time low. To further stir up 
concern and dispair, James 
Cooper, Executive director of 
ECCO Development Corpora- 
tion, began dropping hints 
that he would soon be 
leaving to take the director- 
ship of the City Demonstra- 
tion Agency. Cooper even 
went so far as to inform The 
CALL& POST that Mayor 
Tom Moody was preparing a 
release to announce his ap- 
pointment to the CDA post 
several weeks ago. 

Last week, according to in- 
formed sources, Cooper ad- 
vised the personnel staff to 
be looking for jobs because 
of the seriousness of the 
future of ECCO. At that time 
he also reportedly indicated 
that~he -would-become~the 
CDA director. 

Then right on the hells of 
this reported action, Mrs. An- 
nie Lowry, the acting ECCO 
director and one of its 
staunch supporters, suddenly 
resigned. She has been 
replaced by Waldo Tyler, a 
public relations firm 
associate.

| invention by a man named Morgan, 
Garrett Morgan had been trying to 
interest manufacturers in his invention 
for a long time. It was the “gas inhala- 
tor," or gas mask; as we know it today. 
Morgan was summoned and quickly 
| arrived with his brother and two gas 
} inhalators. Together they descended 
| into the suffocating darkne%s. The 
crowd waited silently at the surface. 
Time stood.still. Could anyone pene- 


trate the smoke and gas and come out 


Finally, Morgan emerged carrying a 
‘gdin and again, he returned 
to the hole until he had saved over a score 
of workmen. This remarkable feat not 
only drew a lot of attention to hia inven- 
tion, but marked him a hero as well. 
Success did not come easy to 
Morgan. In those days, when it was 
learned that he was a Black man, Morgan 
met considerable resistance. But he was 
not easily dixcouraged.

Ward Committeemen Powerless 
In Local Political Structure? 


By REV. ARTHUR A. ZEBBS 


It goes without saying (yet 


it must be said) that the 
Columbus black community 
has no basic, viable political 
organization. Given the fact 
that the political structure for 
the election of candidates to 
City Council, for example, is 
based upon running “at- 
Jarge" (an absolete structure, 
at that) instead of upon a 
“neighborhood" or .“district” 
basis, the only political struc- 
ture that has any semblance 
of indigenous neighborbood 
representation is the subor- 
dinate level of the election of 
ward committeemen. 

And if we examine this 
level, we -reach the 
unalterable conclusion that 
ward Committeemen lack a 
constituency of power which 
has*a consistent, uninterrup- 
ted inlfuence upon either 
Political party. 

There are exceptions, of 
course, to the powerless 
Status of a few committee- 
men only in times of currying 
favors and-patronage around 
and after election time. But 
there is very little evidence 
that the influence of black 
committeemen goes beyond 
the usual concessions made 
by either political party.. 

One is only impressed 
by their “ceremonial” func- 
tions with the party they 
represent and not by any 
concrete, tangible demon- 
stration of power. 

Most black ward commit- 
teemen in Columbus use the 
telephone for “contacts”; 
hold a few meetings for 
“strategy,'' but have no 
organized constituency 
which can spread the action 
throughout community. When 
a citizen has a problem of 


some political signiticance to 
him and his-community,-he is 
more apt to. turn to Model 
Cities, CMACAO, ECCO, or 
the Urban League. Or the 
Boy Scouts might be a better 
choice. He goes where he is 
more confident that he will 
get results; he goes to a 
group which has “organiza- 
tion” or an assemblage of 
people. 

The image of most black 
ward committeemen is that 
he is a person who js only to 
deliver votes to his party on 
election day. And if he does 
deliver the votes — perhaps 
not so much by his own 
doing — he is accorded the 
usual praise of his party or 
enhances his “indispen- 
sability” among his top party 
functionaries, or he may 

“parade around the black 
community: with an illusion- 
ary image of power. 

Perhaps the ward commit- 
teemen structure is irrelevent 
and-obsolete-for the black 
community. The reason we 
have no effective political 
organization in the black 
comnitteemen. This kind of 
notion ought to be looked 
into by our political func- 
tionaries. We need activity 
and=organization” other than 
distributing party leaflets, 
nailing posters to telephone 
poles and canvassing the 
community with loud 
speakers spouting shibbo- 
leths about candidates. 

We need a political struc- 
ture and organization which 
will facilitate the discussion 
and understanding of issues, 
amass a constituency which 
impacts upon the selection, 
as well as election, of can- 
didates, and has enough pur- 
suasive power to determine

There isn't 
anything we can Say that hasn't been said by either side 


~w [ntreasing the players’ fund will not send the owners to 


the poor house. However, fans all over the country thought 
the players were wrong in striking for an increase in the pen- 
sion fund, As we see it every retiree would gladly accept an 
increase in his annuity, Why shouldn't the baseball union 
fight for an. increase 

Whenever there is a strike by any union, more than the 
union members suffer, Merchants of every description feel 
the pinch. Less pop, beer, peanuts, souvenirs and a host of 
over articles are sold. Many people working full and part- 
time with the baseball industry soon find themselves waiting 
for the season to begin 

An annuity today may not be worth much five years from 
today. The future will tell whether. or not this strike was 
worth it . 

The strike is over and the season has started. The strike 
wasn't the most interesting news story to cross our desk this 
week. Another one of our young men from the ghetto has 
been given an opportunity to make it to the big show in 
baseball 

Late last summer Willie McClure, youthful assistant 
baseball coach of the Southfield Saints, undefeated 1971 
senior knothole champs. decided to get himself back into 
playing condition Last November he left for Florida to make 
one final try at baseball. his favorite sport - 

An ex-professional baseball player watched him workout 
and later told Willie his problem was body conditioning 

‘Willie has plenty of ability.” the observer quoted. “but it’s 
up to him to work himself back into playing Condition.” 

Willie was an outstanding athlete at Marion-Franklin 
during his high schoo! days, He was a super star in the Red 
Devils’ backfield and a steady infielder on the baseball team 
He also played on Marion-Franklin varsity basketball team. 

After attending Northwood Institutein Michigan, Willie 
had a brief tryout with one of the minor league teams 
Something went wrong and McClure returned to Columbus 
to play with one of the semi-pro teams in the Columbus 
Baseball League. 

Last summer Willie decided to help his former amateur 
baseballcoach, Ray Humphrey, with the teenagers down 
around Southfield and Urbancrest. They were successful in 
guiding these youngsters to an undefeated season, South- 
field defeated Bishop Wherle for the Knothole title last sum- 
mer. Wherle won the small school state high school crown. It 
was after this victory that the baseball bug bit McClure 
again. 

During his workout in Florida, he caught the eye of Joe 
Christopher, ex-Columbus Jet and now player-coach for 
Vera Cruz, a St. Louis Cardinal farm team in the Mexican 
League. Christopher gave McClure plenty of time to show 
what kind- of baliplayer he was. Realizing he had a fine 
prospect, Joe gave Willie many hours of personal instruc- 
tion 

Cardinal player personal director Bob Kennedy was also 
impressed with Willie and signed him to a contract with Vera 
Cruz. Willie will work as a catcher. He trimmed himself down 
to 180 pounds. 

Both Christopher and McClure were in town_last week. 
Joe had a speaking engagement and Willie packed a few 
things and said farewell to a few friends before leaving for 
Mexico; - 

Willie stopped past Clarfied schoo! to give some +tips-to 
the candidates for this year’s Southfield Saints baseball team 
and to thank his coach, Ray Humphrey. for encouraging him 
not to give up in-his efforts to make organized baseball 

At the same session, Saints’ Coach Humphrey told his 
players, “Willie is an example of what results come from 
dedication to the game. Don't worry about mot making your 
high school baseball team. It’s been proven here in our in- 


tegrated schools in Franklin County that the white coaches ~ 


feel that in spring sports track is for blacks and baseball is 
for whites. If you like baseball, to hell with a coach that will 
tell you to go out for track. Corne out here, work to improve 
on your ability and don't let anyone brainwash you by telling 
you blacks just can't play this sport.” 

Ray continued by saying, “Check the records. Blacks 
have dominated the major leaciues since. Jackie Robinson 
broke it in ‘47. East High won the state Class AA title and 
they were all black. Lincoln Heights won the Class A the 
following year and they were all black.” 

We talked vith Christopher by telephone for a brief 
moment last Friday during his short stay in Columbus. He 
had to catch a plane at noon, therefore, we didn't have an 
opportunity to meet. However, he did inform yours truly that 
McClure was the best looking. prospect at the. camp in 
Florida. 

Joe said Willie had a splendid attitude, was hitting the 
ball well and the Red Devil flash will make it. "No player ever 
worked any harder than Willie,’ Christopher said 

Christopher also stated that he had opportunity to ob- 
serve Garnett Davis. When Davis was offered a contract 
which would have sent him back to the same league he 
played indast year, he refused to sign it. Joe said he tried to 
persuade him not to give up but he believed he didn't sign 
the contract 

What Columbus needs at the moment is more amateur 
coaches like Ray Humphrey. Men who will give up one or 
two-evenings each week to work with our teenagers, Ed 
Ratieff and Dwight Lamar got their start in sports as young 
teenagers with the Peers Club long before they reached 
East, Such coaches as Gil Dodiey Garland Boffman, Jim 
Lawson and Ed Littlejohn worked with these young men and 
helped mol them into fine athletes. At the same time Dwight 
Lamar was playing with Willie Mason and his Junior Hawks 
The Hawks also won a number of Knothole championships 

Dick Delaney assistant athletic director at Ohio State,

in a Summer Sports Program to help the youngsters this 
summer. Dick is interested in organizing two baseball 
leagues under the American Amateur Baseball Congress.

SATURDAY REVIEW -- There has been so much 


talk lately about Willie Mays a great super-star, Frank 
Robinson, .now of the Los Angeles Dodgers and Hank 
Aaron of the Atlanta Braves, we thought the time was 
ripe to say something about one Larry Doby. 

In case you have forgotten, Larry Doby was the 
first black athlete to sign a baseball contract in the 
American League. 

The 22 year old Doby 
inked a contract July 5, 1947. 
It Was a great day for the 


with the Indians he played 
pro basketball in the 
American Basketball! Asso- 


American League fans. 

The Indians signed him in 
the office of the Chicago 
White Sox. The black 
baseball fans were excited in 
Chicago, New York, and 
other major league cities. 

Bill Veeck purchased Doby 
from the Newark Eagles of 
the old Negro National 
League. He played second 
base..and we are told, 
smashed the old baseball for 
an average of .358. 

Back in 1954 Doby in an in- 
terview with this writer, said, 
“When | walked the length of 
the-new dressing room + 
could feel all the eyes of the 
squad looking at me, but 
Hegan and Gordon made me 
feel right at home and I'll 
never forget them as long as 
| live.” 

The going was not easy for 
Doby at first. He was tried at 
second base and first base, 
but Manager Lou Boudreau 
decided he. would fit in the 
outfield and turned him over 
to Tris Speaker, one of the 
greatest outfielders of all 
time. 

He steadily improved and 
in 1948 he opened the 
season in rightfield. Speaker 
one day in a private conver- 
sation stated that Doby would 
some day stated that Doby 
would some day become one 
of the greatest centerfielders 
of all time and was so right. 

We have seen Mays and 
Robinson make sensational 
catches in the outfield, but 
we firmly believe that some of 
the catches made by Doby 
were better. He was a superb 
centertielder, with a good 
throwing arm. 

in. the 1948 series with the 
Boston Red Sox at Fenway 
Park we saw Doby hit a home 
run in the four game series 
deep in the rightfield 
bleachers. The hit won the 
game for the Indians and 
they went on to beat the Red 
Sox four straight games and 
win the American League 
pennant. 

The same year the Indians 
played the Boston Braves 
and beat them in the. World 
Series. Doby did a marvelous 
Yob in the outfield and hit a 
home run in the series to 
beat the Red Sox. In fact, his 

-home run was the only score 
of the game. 

Oh, yes we have heard 
stories of the ball that hit 
Doby on top of his head, but 
he soon overcame the in- 
cident. 

There is one thing many 
Cleveland fans don't know 
about the deal for Doby. The 
Brooklyn Dodgers were also 
interested in Larry, but they 
let the young man slip 
through their fingers so Bill

\ct 0f1972 Signed Into Law 


President Nixon has 
igned the Equal Employ- 
tent Opportunity Act of 
972, officially designated 
Ss Public’ Law 92-261. It 
rakes changes in Title Vil 
f the Civil Rights Act of 
964 by giving greater en- 
cement authority to the 
qual Employment Oppor- 
Jnity aud Civil Service 
fommissions in acting 
gainst discrimination, in 
rivate industry, federal, 
tate and local govern- 
ents. 

Its final_passage came 
ter a great struggle, bet- 
een the moderate-liberal 
nd conservative-reactionary 
cds of the U.S. Congress. 
Pubilc Law 92-261 provides 
6 fallowing: 

1. Directs the Civil Service 


Commission to see that all 
personnel actions in govern- 
ment are free from discrimi- 
nation. 

2. Requires federal agen- 
cies to submit affirmative 
EEO action plans to the Com- 
mission annually, which may 
be modified, before they are 
finally approved. 

3. Action plans must pro- 
vide programs of training and 
education which will give em- 
ployees an opportunity to 
develop skills needed to 
compete for advancement to 
positions of greater responsi- 
bility and pay. 

4. Directs the Commission 
to review qualifications of all 
agency officials engaged in 
the EEO program and to 
assess the adequacy of per- 
‘sonnet-and resources each 
agency is using to comply 
with the law.

Gilligan, who had to leave

Justice Dept. 
Opposes Election | 
Law Changes 


WASHINGTON -- The U.S. 
Department of Justice is op- 
posing changes in election 
procedures in Georgia, South 
Carolina and Virginia, which 
would dilute black voting 
Strength in choosing 
lawmakers. 

The voting rights activity 
highlighted the Justice 
Department's enforcement of 
civil rights laws last month. 

Under the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act, all changes in 
election laws in. states 
covered by the statute must 
be reviewed by the Attorney 
General or a federal judge in 
Washington, O0.C. for a 
possible racially dis- 
criminatory purpose or ef- 
fect. 

In Georgia, the Department 
objected to the reapportion- 
ment plans for both houses 
ofthe state legisiature-on-the. 
grounds that the plans would 
have. racially discriminatory 
effects on voting. 

The objection was followed 
by the filing of a civil suit by 
the Department to’ prevent 
the 1972 elections for the 
Georgia House of Represen- 
tatives from being conducted 
under the questioned pian. 

The suit said the use of 
multi-member districts, in 
which candidates would seek 
a numbered seat; together 
with a majority vote 
requirement “would occasion 
a serious potential 
abridgement of minority 


voting rights.” 

It asked that a special 
three-judge panel direct the 
Georgia legislature to adopt 
a House plan that conforms 
to the Constitution or devise 
its own plan for the election 
of state representatives. 

In South Carolina, the 
Department objected to the 
reapportionment plan for the 
State Senate on’ similar 
grounds. 

The objectian letter said 
the combination of multi- 
member districts, numbered 
posts and a majority (run-off) 
requirement in areas with 
significant black populations 
would abridge minority 
voting rights. 

In Virginia, the Justice 
Department sought to. enter a 
Private suit challenging the 
May 2 election of city coun- 
cilmen_in Richmond as-a 
result of the annexation of a 
predominantly white suburb, 

The Department filed a 
friend-of-the-court brief 
noting that the Attorney 
Genera! also had objected 10 
months ago to the city’s plan 
to continue to elect. coun- 
cilmen at large. R 

The brief suggested two 
plans to correct the dilution 
of black voting strength — the 
creation of single-member 
districts-or the creation of 
one multi-member district for 
the original city and another 
multi-member district for the 
annexed area. 


Education and “we eagerly 
await their response,” 

Cooper further said that his 
organization has no specific 
measure of how much 
Gilligan has done to carry out 
an “affirmative action" hiring 
Program in state government 
across the Ohio. However, he 
said Sgures provided to his 
group by the governor will be 
reviewed. 

Concerning his executive 
order, Gilligan said.he plans 
to expand it to include all 
state suppliers and others 
doing business with the state 
government. 

Commenting on this point, 
Cooper said the amended 
executive order is one 
Priority of unfinished 
business of the Urban 
League. He then listed other 
Proposals of urgent concern 
to the League as: 

Making the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission a “more 
potent force in the state.” 

More direct. governmental 
involvement in fighting crime 
in minority neighborhoods 
and police citizen relations. 

A complete overhaul of the 
welfare system and im- 
provement of the education 
for underprivileged and 
school desegregation. 

Cooper also expressed 
some reservations of the 
Governor's creation of a de- 
partment of minority affairs. 

Gilligan acknowledged that 
he has not gone far enough, 
but pointed out the appoint- 
ment of Samuel Britton of 
Cincinnati within the past 
month to his staff to handie 
minority affairs. 

Britton, who presided 
during a portion of the con- 
ference, as Gilligan put it is 
the “embryonic beginning” 
of a minority affairs depart- 


ment. Until Gritton's appoint- 
ment, Rep. C.J. McLin of 


Dayton, was handling 


nor's office. 

Gilligan said his’ admin- 
istration is pushing ahead for 
reform in welfare, mental 
health and penal institutions. 

Cooper was severely 
Critical of bills enacted by the 
Legislature to check welfare 
spending. The bill to compel 
welfare recipients to pick up 
their checks at Bureau of Em- 
ployment Service offices, was 
termed by Cooper as 
“degrading” to the poor. He 
said-he had witnessed 1000 
women standing in-tine in 
Cleveland to pick up their 
welfare checks. 

During the session Britton 
distributed two lists of black 
appointees by Gilligan. One 
listed 28 appointees to board 
and commissions of the non- 
Salaried variety. The other 
was made up what was 
described as “Blacks In Key 
Positions." Seven of these 57 
appointees are hold-overs 
from previous administration. 

Urban League officials. at- 
tending the conference in ad- 
dition to Cooper, included

Rev. Zebbs Chosen To Head

thur A. Zebbs, a short, 
stocky, scholar minister, and 
community action worker, 
and CALL & POST columnist 
has been appointed director 
and assistant professor of 
black studies at Denison 
University, President Joel P. 
Smith has announced. 

Rev. Zebbs, who punc- 
tuates his ideas during a con- 
versation with a pipe stem or 
a finger, comes to Denison 
from Columbus; where he 
has been active. in civil rights 
and community action 
causes since 4962. He was 
involved in the ministry 
during his early years in 
Columbus and, prior to that, 
in Gleveland and Elyria. For 
the past year, he has been a 


visiting fecturer-in the history 
department at Denison. 

Rev. Zebbs will replace 
Carlton D. Trotman, current 
director of black studies 
here, on June 1. At that time, 
Trotman will return to Lincoin 
(Pa.) University to resume 
directorship of the black 
Studies program there. For 
the past two years, Trotman 
has been planning and for- 
mulating a black studies 
program for Denison, 

With an emphasis-on the 
academic aspects of biack 
studies, Rev. Zebbs views 
Denison’s program as having 
both a “substantive and sup- 
Portive structure.” 

“Black studies is a 
legitimate academic and in- 
tellectual pursuit which will

elevate the liberal arts 
education. it's not a cop out 
to placate black students or 
something to be set aside as 
being inferior. It's an integrat 
Part of a liberal education,” 
said Rev. Zebbs who holds 
the B.A. degree from Dillard 


University and the 8.0.

Nixon Names Black Clergy 
To Federal Communications

WASHINGTON, D.C.— 
(NBNS) --- The Baptist 
minister chosen by 
Président Nixon to be the 
first black on the Federal 
Communications Com- 
mission, says there must 
be more black-owned 
radio and television 
Stations in the country. 

Attorney Benjamin L 
Hooks, who was in a Mem- 
phis hospital recuperating 
from surgery when he lear- 
ned of his nomination, told 
the Black News Service it 
was "important to increase 
black ownership in the ‘com- 
munications media.” 

Nationally, there are 7,000 
radio stations in the country, 
Hooks pointed out, and only 
500 are blatk-oriented —- and 
only 16 are black-owned 

+ There are no black television 
Stations among the 691 com- 
mercial stations. 

Earlier, a White House 
spokesman had cited the 
“obvious need in the broad- 
casting Industry for adequate 
black representation” as the 
reason for the appointment 
for the first black as a mem- 
ber of the seven-man FCC.

The agency regulates inter- 
state telephone and 
telegraph services and grants 
radio and television licenses. 

In anticipation and hopes 
of landing the FICC appoint- 
ment, Judge Hooks, as he is 
affectionately called by his 
friends, has done “‘a lot of 
reading on the policies of the 
FCC. I’ve been reading about 
their decisions on cabte 
television, about license ap- 
plications and renewal and a 
lot of other things.” 

Because of the importance 
of the FCC, especially with 
the increasing number of 
charges being levelled 
against radio and television 
Stations of discrimination by 
blacks, Hooks sees.his role 
88 a commissioner becoming 
more important “as we start 
to equalize some of the 
things at the FCC.” 

The commissioner- 
disgnate, who still must be 
confirmed by the Sfate, said 
he was “glad to be appointed 
by ohe President to such an 
important position. You're 
always happy when you win.” 

The 47-year-old native of 
Memphis is engaged in an 
active law practice and is 
also pastor of two churches— 
one in Detroit and Middle 
Baptist Church in Memphis. 


“| guess I'll have to give up 
my pastorate,’ Hooks said, 
“but | plan on continuing to 
preach though. | have got so 
many roots in Memphis that 
\'d hate to give up anything.” 

Hooks, who will replace 
Robert T. Bartley of Texas, a 
Democrat, graduated from 
LeMoyne College and 
received his law degree from 
DePaul University. He later 
served in the Army for three 
years. 


The commission's focus on 
complaints from blacks that 
radio and television stations 
do not employ enough blacks 
and have not given them 
proper programming atten- 
tion should please Judge 
Hooks.

“academically based on an 
interdisciplinary structure 
with each academic depart- 
ment implementing a concen- 
tration in black studies.” 

“Black studies should en- 
compass the biack ex- 
perience in Latin America, 
North America, and Africa. 
We will be buliding on these 
three areas of studies,” he 
said. 


“The black studies office at 
Denison will be a clearing- 
house of information to all 
members of the Denison 
community, providing books 
and audio-visual material as 
well as linking research 
being done on this campus to 
other universities,"' Rev. 
Zebbs said. 


With regards to the “sup- 
Portive’’ aspect of biack 
Studies, Rev. Zebbs believes 
this structure has two 
elements. 

“First, it will provide for 
student enhancement by set- 
ting up counseling and 
tutoring primarily but not ex- 
clusively for black students. 
This service will be done by 
black and white students and 
faculty," he said. 


“Second, community ex- 
perience and involvement, 
flowing out of a real 
academic foundation, will 
take place mainly in Newark 
and Columbus. It's my hope 
that eventually students can 
go to other parts of the coun- 
try and the world to further 
their study of the black ex- 
perience,’ said the 46-year- 
old minister of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church. 


“Students really have to 
have—a-knowledge of the 
Problems of urbanization; 
how governments, city coun- 
cils, and politics works, Such 
outside work fis an 
integral part of the academic 
experience and grows out of 
course content,” he added. 

With regard to the role of a 
black student on a primarily 
white campus such as 
Denison, Rev. Zebbs noted 
“it is no different than their 


role in a predominately white <- 


society, Black students 
should become involved in 
aspects of university life 
which set policy and 
Programs on the campus.

Legislature that if any money is appropri- 
ated for planning a medical school in the 
South Western area, they want a piece of 
the action. The trustees took this 
Position after an Ohio House subcommit- 
tee approved. $50,000 in medical school 
planning funds for Wright State Univer- 
sity. 

Board member Dr. Dwight Pemberton 
of Yellow Springs sponsored a motion 
calling for a joint operation of the 
Proposed medical school between CSU 
and Wright State, both located in Greene 
County. - 

Before approval of the motion, Pem- 

berton pointed out that Ohio has a tradi- 
tion of excluding blacks from profes- 
sional schools and if CSU and WSU were: 
Partners in such a venture this could not 
happen. 
Although Pemberton spearheaded 
the action, it was a substitute motion of- 
fered by Richard Johnson carrying the 
same. effect, that was finally approved by 
the Trustees. 

The Board also adopted a motion 
directing the administration to apply for 
funds for follow-up research on the 
university's new program requiring all 
students to undergo drug examinations. 
It also heard a report of the presidential 
search committee to the effect that it is 
Stil-interviewing prospective candidates 
for CSU's presidency. 

During what could be termed as 
“Black Day" Gov. Gilligan's office last 
Thursday released a list containing the 
name of “Blacks in Key Positions” under 
his administration. The list was 
unquestionably inipressive, even if it did 
contain names of several blacks whose 
tenure with the state goes all the way 
back to the administration of Gov.

scene, | found out that, for the right price

could get one or more hustiers to appear 
before any committee of Congress and 
testify in favor of anything its racist mem- 
bers wanted. 

1 remember one incident when | 
heard such a group was to testify before 
@ Senate committee. | showed up at the 
hearing to the consternation of the 
bought-and-paid-for brethern. 

| asked for permission to.be heard. | 
then told the startled white Senators that 
the assembled brethern only represented 

, and. that-the Negro people 
were not for the bill under consideration. 

This kind of political hustle of 
course, has been going on for many 
years. Fortunately, since the civil rights 
struggle has put more backbone and 
pride into more of our people, and equal 
employment has put more money into 
their pockets, the hustler crop has been 
diminishing. 

Negro newspapers have also been 
used as hustler vehicles The Butler 
American (now defunct) down in 
Hamilton, Ohio was so used by its now 
deceased editor. He became the favorite 
example of the John Birch Society and 
other related racist organizations. His 
editorials and article were widely 
reproduced and thousands of copies of 
his newspaper were bought and 
distributed among gullible whites. 

What revived ail-of these memories, 
is a story in the Wall Street journal about 
the emergence of another hustier. This 
hustler sensing that George Wallace, 
governor of Alabama and a candidate for: 
the nomination for president of the 
United States, was a prime target for a’ 
touch, set out to get himself some: 
Publicity. 

Now 8 Negro advocating black sup- 
Port for George Wallace, is just about as 
ridiculous as a black membership 
salesman for the Ku Klux Kian. 

The hustler gives his name as Nor- 
man E. Jones. He lives in Florida. 
Evidently he got a smell of the money 
Wallace was putting out in the Florida 
Primaries, so he decided to move in for a 
possible kill. 

Jones has been around to Negro 
newspapers in Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania, These are two states in which 
Wallace has decided to enter the 
primaries. 

in speaking about some of the 
criticism of him by Negores, Jones is 
quoted as saying: “what they want is to 
get me_out so they can get in on the 
hustle.” 

Jones says-he doesn't believe in in- 
tegration because it is another fantasy. 


One would have to be blissfully 
ignorant of current affairs to have 
overlooked one of the major threats to 
civil liberties gathering momentum in 
this country. The arena is not where one 
would expect to find it-in the streets of 
northern communities or the hinterlands 
of the benighted South, Surprisingly 
enough it is taking place in U.S. court- 
rooms, where various and sundry 
reasons, people are being tried for “con- 
Spiracy” in connection with alleged 
crimes that are supposed to threaten the 
peace and tranquility of our country. 

At the moment the public has: been 
given three outstanding examples of how 
this new mechanism, designed to employ 
the courts as agents of governmental 
agencies. that are supersensitive to open 
criticism of their operations, to squelch 
dissidents. 

The first, now in the course of appeal, 
involves a Cleveland group of dissidents 
headed by Harilel “X" Jones, known ss 
the Afro Set, that has been screaming 
defiance against the ‘‘systems" as it 
operates in these parts. 

Several of Jones’ “brothers” have ad- 
mitted that they went out to revenge the 
slaying of one of their “brothers,” and 
subsequently have entered pleas of 
guilty of murder and resigned themselves 
to their fate. 

But this settlement failed to satisty 
police authorities who, after all, were 
most interested in cutting off the head of 
the snake of rebellion, leader Jones, 

So, using the convenient. play of 
charging Jones with “conspiracy” to 
commit the murders, the prosecutors 
scored an easy, but constitutionally dubi- 
ous Conviction of Jones, and leader "Xx" 
is faced with the difficut—and enormous- 
ly expensive job, of proving a counter- 
conspiracy by the law to single him out 
for silencing what amounts, at 
best, to legal harassment with/court ap- 
proval.

With the growing-Negro vote-in 
the South, Wallace, like other southern 
politicians, now recognizes that they 
must have some tlacks identified with 
them. So, hustlers like Jones are always 
ready to oblige 

A few. wesks ago ‘wiien the white 
women of Pontiac, Mich., marching to 
Washington to protest schoo! busing, 
reached Akron, a Negro hustler who 
claimed he was trom Texas, joined them. 
He said he was against integrated 
schools and busing. “ 

So, no matter how anti-Negro the in- 
dividual or organization is, they can 
always find a willing hustler to front for 
them. 

“ That George Wallace wants to have 
some Negro identity is understandable. 
The Negro vote this year will be the 
largest in our history. However, once 
Wallace makes his political point, he will 
revert right back to his anti-Negro 
posture, 

In @ recent issue of the Civil Rights 
Digest, there was a Story of how Tom 
Watson of Georgia pulled the same kind 
of trick. 

Tom Watson, was a leader of the 
Southern Populist, and was an energetic 
supporter of the union of poor whites 
and blacks into a common class against 
their economic exploiters. 

Watson underwent a radical change 
in sentiment when the realignment of 
national forces at the turn of the century 
brought Jim Crow segregation to the 
South. He, who had been the black 
man's friend, could later say that “the 
Negro simply had 'no comprehension of 
virtue, honesty, truth, gratitude and prin- 
ciple. The South, he said, had to lynch 
him occasionally, and flog him now and 
then, to keep him from blaspheming the 
Almighty by his conduct on account of 
his smell and his color.” 

We have made great strides in 
eliminating the hustlers, but, we still 
have many more to eliminate. It is impor- 
tant that they be spotted early and, then 
we must 6xpose them, They can. ply their 
treacherous trade only when. their em- 
Ployers think the hustler has some ac- 
ceptance in the black community.

A Giant Passes On 


It's hard to imagine a political scene 
without the presence of Adam Clayton 
Powell, Jr.. who died last week after a 
fong illness. Adam was bigger than life; 
he strode across the country’s political 
‘ SOS ta) seene dike a! 

dwarting many who tried to keap up with 

him. | think jt is fair to say that we shall 
not See the likes of Adam again. He was 
unique 

His faults, like his virtues were large, 
but too much attention has been. paid 
them. It pained me to read in his obituar- 
‘es, the old familiar stories about the 
Playboy Congressman. the junkets, the 
legal battles. and the final retreat to 
Bimini. That was only @ part of the Adam 
Powell story, and a small part at that 

It is the good that men do that should 
live on after-them, and Adam did’enough 
good for several lifetimes. He was an 
authentic pioneer. Decades before 
Slogans like “black is beautiful” became 
popular, Adam was preaching a doctrine 
of pride and black power. And he did 
More than preach it - he was the em- 
bodiment of. black Political power as one 

« of the most imporant Congressmen in 
~, Washington, 

He first became widely known as one 
of the leaders of the crusade tor jobs in 
Harlem during the Depression. in the 
early thirties -Harlem. was.a world-famous 
center of black population, but black 
People could not work in the bustling 
Stores, and offices of 125th Street. Still in 
his early 20s, Adam became one of the 
leaders of a “don't buy where you can't 
work” boycott, manning the picket lines 
and speaking in the streets until the 
Stores relented and started hiring black 
people. 

Then he went into politics and became 
the first black member of New York’s 
City Council and tater the first black 
Congressman from the East. And all the 
while, this brilliant man who was labelled 
“lazy” by his critics, was presiding over 
the fortunes of Harlem's largest church 

Adam wasn't just a Congressman, he 
was a black Congressman. That meant a 
lot in a Southern-dominated Congress in 
the forties and fifties. It meant, for exam- 
ple, that he was excluded from fhe

Ward Chairmen Lack Clout 


Black Republicans who have recent- 

—ly expressed openly their dissatistaction 
with the way things are going for them 
certainly have legitimate complaints. But 
the focal point of their disenchantment 
should not be the Mayor but upon their 
own incapacity to develop some political, 
organizational clout among their con- 
stitutents in the black community 

“If our black ward committeemen, 

‘both Republicans and_Democrats, would 
Stop “pushing” and “begging” their par- 
ticular party for favors and concessions 
and start developing community based 
political power, they would not have to 
pursue the only course they seem to 
have: making a public protest 

\ It should be the black community 
that is “up in arms" over the fact that 
blacks have no real power in city govern- 
ment, not just a*few disgruntled black 
Republican ward leaders. 


If the black Republican ward leaders | 


would spend some time in the black 
community cultivating political action, 
grooming new..and young leaders in- 
Stead of operating in the old traditional 
and cermonial ways of ward ‘‘\leader-' 
ship," they would be able to move and 
force the present Republican administra- 
tion into making some basic conces- 
sions 

But most blacks, Republicans or 
Democrats, give much credence to 
ward committeemen anyway because 
they are so powerless and only con- 
spicious on election days. 

In an article.| wrote before. | said 
that people go to various other groups or 
organizations to solve some of their 
political problems rather than go to a 
ward committeeman. Our black commit- 
teemen are trapped as long as they func- 
tion according to the traditional modes 
of operation. The ward system may be 
obsolete for black folk, anyway. A new 
political structure may be necessary in 
order for the black community to have a 
viable political organization which can 
influence both parties. 

The ward system, however. is the 
closest thing to a community-based 
political organization. In that sense, the 
ward system is not obsolete. But what 
makes it obsolete is that the functions of 
the ward committeemen have become 
restrictive and simply an expedient for 
the big bosses in the political parties 

It is by no means a grass roots thing. 
as it was intended to be in the early days 
of American politics. The ward system 
does not form the basis for dealing with 
community needs -as_it was originally 
intended to be, If the black communities 
had real political organization there 
would have been no need to talk about 
“citizen participation” in all those federal 
programs; it would haye already been 
there. It would have already have been 
an accomplished fact or reality if ward 
committeemen had been functioning on 
that basis. 

How many of us go to our ward com- 
mitteemen for help around- housing, em. 
ployment, food emergthcies. etc.? Very 
few of us. And if we did what sort of help

= than our ward committeemen. In fact, 
other than during élections, why do we

What others did covertly, Adam did 
openly, with a joy and zest for life that 
confused his pinched critics and col- 
leagues. And the louder they condemned 
him for being sassy and uppity, the more 
black people loved this bold, Proud man. 

When his big chance came, he took it. 


The seniority system, long a mechanism - 


for keeping power in Southern Con- 
gressmen's hands, finally worked for. 
black people, and Adam took over the 
powerful House Education and Labor 
Committee. Under his chairmanship, the 
Committee churned out bill after bill, 
many of them constituting sweeping 
reforms aiding equal Opportunity. Adam 
Proved a brilliant chairman, getting these 
bills through the committee and the 
House. . 

A vindictive House tried to unseat 
Adam, but the courts upheld him and his 
Constituents stood by him: But time was 
passing, Adam was ill, ahd the times that 
had favored is flamboyant persdnal style 
were ending. As the black movement for 
@quality moves into the.phase of consoli- 
dation and unity, there become fewer 
places for lone charismatic leaders like 
Adam. He was unique enough in his day, 
but the coming years are unlikely to pro- 
duce anyone else like him. 

So his passing is more than the 
passing of a supremely effective black 
Political voice or of a beloved spokes- 
man of the masses, it marks the end of 
an era and the close of that period where 
brief flashes of power and defiance were 
all black people could point to in their 
Struggle for political equity. Now, with in- 
creased voting, political participation, 
and black representation in Congress, 
we can build on the rich heritage Adam 
has left us.

This is the Horatio Alger story based 
on men who dizzily made a huge fortune

@ Start in the real estate business in 
Lakewood. 

It was the ili fated Saga of two shy; 
bashful brothers, O.P. and M.J. Van 
Sweringen, the builders of the 
$150,000,000 Terminal Tower, the toun- 
ders of a nation-wide railroad empire, 
“and the perpetrators of race hate. 

Non-Caucasians were barred from 
millions of dollars worth of Properties in 
Cleveland suburbs owned by the Van 
Sweringen Company. Deed restrictions 
on real estate in Shaker Heights, Univer- 
sity Heights, Beachwood, Chagrin Falls, 
Hunting Valley, Moreland Hills, Pepper 
Pike, Warrensville Heights, and even in 
Cleveland Proper, prevented the pur- 
chase of properties by Negro, Jewish 
and other minority groups.

Among women, one of the most com- 
mon forms of cancer is cancer of the cer- 
vix, the entrance or neck of the uterus or 
womb. The frustrating thing about this to 
doctors is that a simple test can detect 
cervical cancer early enough to save the 
lives of many women 

That simple test is the Pap smear, 
shortened from Papanicolaou, the name 
of the doctor who developed it. It con- 
sists of scraping some of the moisture or 
fluid from the cervix during a pelvic 
examination. The cells collected are then 
Studied under a microscope. If abnormal 
cells are detected, small pieces of tissue 
are taken for further examination. If the 
tissue shows the definite presence of 
cancer, treatment by surgery or radiation 
has a very good chance of curing the 
cancer long before it would otherwise 
have been discovered. Fortunately, the 
recovery rate after treatment for cervical 
cancer, when this procedure has been 
followed, ranks among the highest for all 
types of cancer, 

Although much has been written about 
cervical cancer and the use of the Pap 
test to detect it, many women still have 
not heard of it, or if they have, they do 
not realize its importance. 

A Pap smear should be part of a 
woman's physical checkup. You should 
ask for one when you have a exami- 
nation. It is easy to do, takes very little 
time, and it is relatively inexpensive. 

It is recommended that women should 
have the Pap test at least once a year, 
You will find some doctors who test their 
patients even more often, every six mon- 
ths or sometimes tess. It is known that 
cervical cancer is more common among 
women who begin sexual activity early in 
life, those who have several children, 
and among women 30 to 50 years of age, 
For these women, more frequent testing 
may be desirable. 

Obviously, there is no danger of cer- 
vical cancer to a woman who has had a 
hysterectomy in which the cervix is 
removed along with the womb. However, 
in some hysterectomies the cervix has 
not been removed, For these women, the 
Pap test should be continued... 
| Deaths from cancer of the cervix have 
fallen sharply in recent years. They 
‘would fall-further, if women would insist 
on haying a Pap test at least once a year.

The Cuyahoga County Coalition tor 
Housing, representing 27 civic and 
religious groups, supports the expansion 
of public housing and the Principle of 
digpersal of low-income housing 
throughout the county. We call upon 
Mayor Perk to end his alliance with 
bigotry ‘and recognize the right of all

The Mayor's suggestion that the chur- 
ches of Cleveland should take over the 
responsibility for building 50,000 units of 
low-income housing is a shoddy attempt 
to disarm the conscience of our com- 
munity, It would make as much sense to 
ask private organizations to provide 
police protection or set up private fire 
departments. It is not public housing that 
is the target of these attacks; it is the 
sight of a black face or a poor family that 
18 B0 frightening to some “taxpayers” 
that they will strangle their city rather 
than share it.

The highlight was the extraordinary musical 
program provided by the boys at the ranch, and the heartwarming stories 
told by ranch alumni. . 

Tony West, a fantastic black guy, who has mastered the art of 
motivating kids, directed the musical program. The boys sang solos, duets, 
performed as a choral group and made their debut playing musical in- 
struments, Their repertoire included original scores written by the boys as 
well as many popular favorites such as “You Got a Friend,” “One Tin 
Soldier,” “How Can People Be So Heartless,” “Rain Drops,” “Born Free” 
and “Everything Is Beautiful.” 

A bit of humor was added when two cute youngsters sang a duet. The 
little white boy thought that he could sing better than the little black boy 
who was obviously concentrating on remembering the words to “Born Free.” 

During the evening three handsome young men, all former residents 
of the ranch, plus one young gent who is now living at the ranch, talked in 
an unrehearsed fashion about what the ranch meant to them. 

The first speaker said that life at the ranch had given him a sense of 
direction in life and taught him how to work under pressure.

He 
said that he now has a job and a circle of friends who like and accept him 

The final speaker, A handsome young man that had spent 34 months 
at the ranch as a child, said that he would speak from his heart. He said that 
he was the first black youth to stay at Buckeye Boys Ranch and that his stay
